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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention.

3. Independent claims 1 and 15 both claim the light sources are arranged 
according to the shape of the finger "as the capture". This is unclear; the phrase "as 
the capture" in not clear. In claim 3, "are arranged are near-infrared" is not clear of 
grammatical. IN claims 4, "beam" should apparently read "beams". In claim 8, the 
word "coherent" appears to be the incorrect word. In claim 12, "the personal 
information input means" has no antecedent basis; additionally, claim 12 appears 
ungrammatical 

Further, the claims are in general not in idiomatic English, and should be 
reviewed for idiomatic expression. 

4. As understood, the claims contain allowable subject matter. The art does not 
appear to teach or suggest a system which extracts blood vessel patterns from a 
finger using transmitted light, has a support means to support the finger in a 
manner which supports the finger at a location apart form the light path of the 
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illumination and image capture light path, and has a light source comprising a 
plurality of light-emitting elements arranged in the shape of the finger from which 
the blood vessel pattern is being obtained. 

5. Kono et al (US 6,813,010) is the patent that issued form the parent 
application of this application. The claimed subject matter is related to that claimed 
herein as understood, but does not claim at least the finger support arrangement of 
the instant claims. 

Choi (US 6,301,375) and Clayden et al (US 6,301,375) show biometric 
identification using blood vessel patterns, but do not show using transmitted light 
to obtain the blood vessel patterns, and do not show obtaining the blood vessel 
patterns from a finger. 

Numada (US 6,349,227) shows obtaining a blood vessel pattern from a finger 
using transmitted light and matching the patterns with stored previously obtained 
patterns. The patent does not appear to show the claimed (as understood) finger 
support means.
